"That athletics are praetleed In n.osi 
colleges do not detract the attention ul 
studenta from scholaatlo duties ie 
abundantly testified to by college pro- 
fessors," remarked Dr. Jaaiea Hine- 
man, a former professor In one of the 
eastern coIleRea. Dr. Brlnker, the 
president of Lehigh nnlvenity, de- 
clared that the I>ehlgh football sqnad 
had averaged higher ia eeboleatlc 
standing than the studenta who did 
not participate In college athletics. Le 
hlgh Is not the only college In which 
this fhct haa been marked. Cornell for 
several years — and I have no doobi 
that it continnes to show it— had foot- 
ball and baaeball teama the memben 
of which led their clasaea. 

"Properly controlled atbletlee are ai 
necessary to succeeefol mental train 
ing as are profeasora. I preaume ther« 
have been luHtances where memben 
of college te.ains have failed In theii 
examinations, and charges follow, as a 
matter of course, that these men are 
not genuine atudents. Hat the facta ar« 
ao pronounced that the best men on 
the leading athletic teama In out 
greatest colleges are men of big men- 
tality that the suggestion that col 
legea have to hire athletea falls in \Xi 
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Woman's Work.

of Pennsylvania by Edward C. Dale, 
son of the late Richard C. Dole, a for- 
mer president of tho Society of Clncln- 
nati. The sword baa been la the poe- 
nession of the Dale fBaiily ter more 
than a century. 

Thla is the sword which Charles 
Henry Hart, a local historian, de- 
clares now ahould be in poaaeaaion 
of Admiral Dewey. It had been- gen 
erally accepted that the sword passed 
by will of Commodore Joues to Com- 
modore Dale, a forbear of Richard C. 
Dale. Mr. Hart denied this. He de- 
clares that the «word was in posses- 
sion of John Paul Jones when he died 
in Paris, In 1792. and that Jane 'lay 
)or of Dumfries, Scotland, a sister of 
Jones, went to Paris and took posses- 
sion of everything left by the aea 
lighter. LAter the awwd WBB Beat to 
Robert Morrie. 

According to Mr. Hart Mr. Morris 
later presented the sword to Com- 
modore John Barry, senior otilcer of 
tho American navy In 17!i.5, but that 
the presentation v\as only a liie 
legacy, and that It should have been 
banded down to Barry's sum sbor as 
senior officer, eventually reaching the 
poasessloa of Admiral Dewey.— Phlla 
delphla ~
